1 153. (As Filed) The method of claim 1 47 wherein the performance of receiving, dividing 

2 and generating is dispersed among two or more different entities. 

1 154. (As Filed) The method of claim 147 wherein receiving an order is performed by an 

2 enterprise providing a web front-end, 

1 155. (As Filed) The method of claim 1 54 wherein dividing or generating, or both, are 

2 performed by a fulfillment enterprise different than the enterprise providing the web front-end. 
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
